Although Dean Flint felt that 
Ru.saian conditions had been bet* 
tered under the communistic 
regime from what they had been 
under the czars, Russians are liv¬ 
ing under constant vigilance of the 
police, he said. 

“We were going out with some 
Russian friends on the Metro 
(subway) one night. In fear of 
being seen with foreigners, they 
sat at one end of the car, and we 
at the other. 

Were Well Treated 
“We were very well treated for 
the most part. In Moscow, how¬ 
ever, I was jailed for two hours 
for taking pictures of some of 
the workers. When I explained 
that they were not to be used 
against the government, I was 
freed. But for four days after 
that Mrs. Flint and I were shad¬ 
owed by the police.” 

In cities, improvements are be¬ 
ing made in the schools and hos¬ 
pitals, the educator -said. Factories 
have gone up. Dams have been 
built and progress has been made 
in the social and industrial condi¬ 
tions of the nation.

A Russia living under terrific 
oppression and an armed Europe 
talking of the “war that will come 
soon" — these were impressions 
which Calvin C. Flint, dean of 
Santa Ana Junior college, brought 
home with him from a three- 
months trip through Europe this 
summer, a month of that being 
spent in Russia. 

“Military alignments are being 
established In all countries of 
Europe,” Dean Flint .said. The 
educator has made the trip to the 
continent every year since 192*1. 
“Never before have I heard .so 
much talk of the war which they 
feel is soon to come. Prepared¬ 
ness has been evident for a num¬ 
ber of years, but now there is a 
real trend toward active mili¬ 
tarism. 

‘Two Years Before War’ 

“However, I feel that it will be 
another two years before a war 
will be possible. Germany, who is 
the natural ally of England, is not 
yet prepared to give her assist¬ 
ance. Until she is prepared, Eng¬ 
land can not possibly engage in 
military combat with the only two 
countries w'ho can harm her at 
present, Italy and Rus.sia ”

MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 4.—With rescuers estimating 
the death toll at between 400 and 500, part of the extent of 
devastation on the hurricane-swept Florida Keys was 
learned today from survivors and from expeditions of mercy 
and aid. 

All of the forces of the government were joined with 
the Red Cross in rushing supplies to the areas of death and 
wreckage and in evacuating the debris-littered Keys.

Only 35 Saved 

George Branch, station master 
at Isla Morada in the Florida 
Keys, reported to the Florida East 
Coast Railway company he esti¬ 
mated several hundred persons 
died in the tropical storm. Only 
25 residents of the island were 
saved, he said. 

Branch told the office here he 
himself counted nearly 150 bodies 
after the great winds blew over. 

Many of those who died on Ma¬ 
tecumbe Key were crushed in the 
collapse of the Snake Creek ho¬ 
tel, which was being used as a 
hospital at the camp. 

.Medical Director Killed 
Among these was Dr. E. C. 
Main, medical director of the 
camp. 

Word of Dr. Main's death was 
brought to the mainland by Dr. 
Lasser Alexander, a medical exam¬ 
iner at the camp who escaped 
death in the collapse of the hotel. 

Graphically, Dr. Alexander de¬ 
scribed the Monday night of hor¬ 
ror: 

“I was at Snake Creek hotel, 
which wa-s used as a hospital. 
This (collapsed about 10 a. m., 
with many persons under the 
ruins. There were about 40 pa¬ 
tients in this building, about 
half of them women and chil¬ 
dren. Out of this number, there 
were only seven men and three 
or four of the women saved. 
‘When the building toppled 
over, I was able to walk out 
through a hole in the wall into 
about three or four feet of water 
filled with floating timbers a.id 
debris. The wind was about 50 
or 60 miles an hour and carried 
flying timbers that caused most 
of the casualties. 

“When we found the water 
still rising, we made our way to 
the railroad track. We dug holes 
into the earth under the crossties 
so we could protect our heads 
from the flying debris. This was 
the only way we could keep our 
brains from being crushed out. 
We stayed on the railroad track 
until 3 a. m. (Tuesday) as that 
was the only place above water. 

“At daybreak Tuesday, we 
found a tank-car full of water 
which offered refuge.”

‘..i .NEVA, Sept. 4. (JB — Italy 
bluntly warned the League of Na¬ 
tions today that she could no 
longer discuss her controversy 
with Ethiopia “at the league on a 
footing of equality with Ethiopia." 

This declaration, made by Baron 
Pompeo Aloisi, the league repre¬ 
sentative of Premier Mussolini, 
followed a placating gesture by 
Antony Eden, British cabinet 
minister. Eden told the assembled 
council of the league that there 
could be no question of any politi¬ 
cal or economic conflict between 
Great Britain and Italy. 

“Italy,” declared .Alolsl, “re¬ 
fuses to recognize that the 
equality and privileges of league 
members should be givien Ethi¬ 
opia, which has not fulfilled her 
obligations. 

“Italy reserves complete liberty 
of action .so as to adopt all meas¬ 
ures which may become necessary 
for the security of her colonies 
and for safeguarding her in¬ 
terests.” 

Ob.servers interpreted his state¬ 
ment to mean that Italy may re- 
.sort to the military occupation of 
the Ea.st African Empire. 

t'onfliet ‘Impossible’ 

Eden told the council that con¬ 
flict between Great Britain and 
Italy was impo.ssihle because the 
latter nation had promised to re¬ 
spect Great Britain’s interests in 
Ethiopia “and Great Britain is 
.sure these interests wall be re- 
.spected in the future.” 

Following Aloisi’s declarations, 
the council session was suspended. 

Dr. Ruiz Guinazu of Argentina, 
president of the council, an¬ 
nounced that the Ethiopian dele¬ 
gation wl.shed time to prepare a 
reply to Italy and said the time 
for the next meeting would tie an¬ 
nounced later.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4. i/P)- - 
’The Standard Vacuum Oil com¬ 
pany's cancellation of a gigantic 
Ethiopian oil concession was be¬ 
lieved to have erased all chance 
of United States entanglement in 
the Italo-Ethiopian dispute. 

Secretary Hull’s diplomatic ma¬ 
neuver in persuading the oil firm 
to drop its plans for African ex¬ 
ploitation was credited by in¬ 
formed i.'bs’rvers with having 
clarified issues in the controversy 
between Italy and the Ethiopian 
empire. These observers also .saw 
the move as a bold stroke destined 
to aid Great Britain and other 
European nations in their at¬ 
tempts to calm the troubled East 
African scene. 

At Hyde Park, N. Y . President 
Roosevelt was said to be “delight¬ 
ed " at the turn of events "be¬ 
cause he regarded the contract so 
upsetting to peace negotiations” 
.Another U. S. Concession 
'rhe question of another Ameri¬ 
can oil and mineral concession re¬ 
mained to be settled. 'Hiis is held 
by Leo Y. Chertok, New York 
broker, who said he received the 
conce.ssion as security for a loan of 
$1,000,000 to be raised by Oct. 17. 

The Standard Vacuum issue was 
settled after George S. Walden, 
chairman, and H. Dundas, vice 
president, called at the state de¬ 
partment for advice. They con¬ 
ferred with Wallace Murray, chief 
of the near eastern division, and 
told him that Francis Rickett, 
British promoter, had acted for 
them in negotiating the concession 
with Emperor Haile Sela.ssie. 

Hull I‘»sue» Statement 
Later Secretary Hull issued a 
statement saying: 

“The officials were informed 
that the granting of this conc4*s- 
sion had been the cause of great 
embarrassment not only to this

The tension among crews of the 
rescue ships reached high pitch 
as the climax to their long vigil 
approached. 

First report that the lifeboats 
were prepared for launching came 
in a wireles.s message from W. H. 
Depperman, a passenger on the 
Platano, United Fruit liner which 
lay closest to the stranded vessel. 

“One boat is already swinging 
over the side of the Platano.” said 
Depperman. "All the other ships 
are drawing near, most of them 
so close you can see people 
aboard. 

“The Dixie is now directly off 
our beam. The sea is still break¬ 
ing around her. 

"The Gatun and Limon (other 
rescue boats) also have lifeboats 
hanging over their sides,” 

The squadron of assorted craft 
which stood by the Dixie as she 
lay on French reef, about 60 miles 
south of here, was large enough 
to choko a good sized harbor. 

Seas Halter Cutter 

A late arrival was the coast 
guard cutter Carraha.s.sett which, 
after a grueling trip from Miami, 
wirelessed that she was maneuver- 
iog “for the best position possible 
preparatory to start the work of 
removing the passengers.” 

“T h e Ca'-rabassett burked 
mountainous waves and a .55-mile 
wind,” the message from the cut¬ 
ter read. 

"Seas sm.'i.'ihed the wheelhou.se 
windows and Quartermaster 
Claude Simmons, sustained a 
deep cut on his leg when he was 
struck by glass. The forward port 
was smashed and the quarters of 
the crew flooded ' 

The Carrabassett reported that 
the seas were moderating, “hut 
there is a stiff wind.” 

Ships Helpless 

Since yesterday afternoon, the 
.ships which ploughed to the side 
of the Dixie have stood helplessly 
by her in the heavy shark-infested 
waters around French reef, about 
60 miles .south of Miami. 

Through the stormy night, the 
pa.s.sengers on the Dixie, marooned 
since the vessel came to grief 
early Tuesday, stood on the bridge 
and peered into the blackness at 
the blinking lights of the encir¬ 
cling ships. 

The Dixie might have been in 
another ocean, so isolated she was 
by the ever-raging seas and in¬ 
cessant rain squalls. 

Tassengers Hurt 

Some of the paaaengers and 
memloers of the Dixie's crew were 
hurt, but none of them seriously, 
Captain Sundstrom reported. 

Standing by the liner were three 
fruit boats. Platano, Gatun and 
Limon; a tanker, the Reaper; and 
another pas.scnger boat of the 
Morgan line, the El Occldente, be¬ 
sides the Carrabassett. 

The arrival of additional rescue 
vessels continued as the morning 
wore on. Coast guard cutters 
came on the scene, as did the El 
Mundo, a Morgan ship, and the 
Warbler, salvage lioat.

The highway being constructed 
by the veteraas was w'asheri into 
bits of conerrt- in many places. 

A re.scue trat. 1 . dispatched Mon¬ 
day into the camps to bring back 
the veterans after the storm warn¬ 
ing was sounded, was a ma.ss of 
wreckage. All crew, however, 
were reported saved. 

One of the first efforts of res¬ 
cuers was to build a bridge across 
from the southern tip of Key 
Largo to upper Matecumbe Key to 
get trucks, loaded with national 
guardsmen and volunteers and 
medical supplies, into the worst 
stricken areas. 

From Washington, officials of 
the government ordered naval 
craft and coa.sl guard cutters to 
lend all possible aid. National 
guardsmen were dispatched by 
Qov. Dave Shoitz. 

The government relief admin¬ 
istration, in charge of the govern¬ 
ment camps on the Keys Mid 
some 680 veterans- many of them 
members of the bonus march t(i 
Washington, who w'ere shipped 
down to the Keys by the relief bu¬ 
reau—were at work on the coastal 
highway. 

At least 100. however, were on 
leave in Miami when the hurricane 

broke. . 

Estiniale 150 Dead 
Relief officials in Wa.shinglon, 
on the basis of early reports, esti¬ 
mated 150 veterans had been 

*''one of the first rescue expedi¬ 
tions to leave Miami today was 
aboard the 72 foot speed cruiser 
Xyronic. It was destined to serve 
as a Red Cross medical station off 
the Keys. 

Cooperating with coast guards¬ 
men in dispatching airplanes over 
the devastated area was the Pan- 
American Airways. Ail its planes 
in Miami were placed at the dis¬ 
posal of the Red Cross and other 
rescue agencies. 

There was only one telephone 
line out of Cedar Key to St. 
Petersburg and the mainland and 
it went down earl.y in the fore¬ 
noon. 

Damage To Crops 
One of the first reports from 
the region around Clearwater and 
Tampa, on the West Coast, was 
from Wayne Oliver, managing edi- 
1 1 tor of the Clearwater Sun. He ar- 
' rived in Tampa after a survey 
from Clearwater and said the 
damage was confined principally 
to crops. 

With the hurricane warnings 
displayed at all ports, shipping 
was held at docks. The coast 
guard kept watch at sea for ships 
caught in the hurricane.

Alaskan 
pilot, who flew the bodies of the 
famed comedian and flier back to ’ 
the United States, the .seeming 
no.se-heavine.ss and his suspicion 
that the pontoons were respon¬ 
sible. 

Had to Balance Ship 
Post said that because of this 
condition Rogers always sat far 
back in the plane on takeoffs and 
all luggage was kept aft to bal¬ 
ance the .ship. 

Envisioning the accident from 
information gathered from Cros- 
son. Eskimos who saw the crash 
and others, Mr. Vidal .said: 

"It is rea.sonable to believe that 
Post was banking the plane to 
the right while .still in a slight 
climb. . . .

'YSAYE' DEFEATS YOUTH! 

And Age Wins Spelling Bee 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Sept. 4. UP) 
Repair—not change—is the philos¬ 
ophy of government enunciated by 
President Roosevelt in an informal 
talk with home folks as he looked 
ahead to the 1936 campaign. 

The significant utterance was 
made by Mr. Roosevelt last night 
in a chat at a meeting of Dutchess 
county democrats before the mod¬ 
est farm house of Moses Smith, 
on the family estate. 

He called present repairing of 
the White House a "parable ” to 
government and life. 

‘Not Changing' 

He has been attacked by oppo¬ 
sition political leaders on a sug¬ 
gestion that people decide on 
broader constitutional authority to 
deai with international, social eco¬ 
nomic problems. 

"We are not changing.” the 
President told neighbors. “We are 
just making the White House bet¬ 
ter and safer. But it is the same 
! old White House. It will always 
continue the same beautiful archi¬ 
tecture and simplicity. We are 
constantly repairing and I think 
constantly bettering.

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WRECKING THE MARKET 

I N SPITE of an advance of 26 cents a box to an average 
of $3.58 on a total sale of 580 cars of Valencia oranges 
last week, there is an uneasy feeling today regarding the 
outcome of the 1935 citrus marketing season. 

The reason? It is the old story of granulation, or 
crystalization, whichever you choose to call it, which has 
made its appearance in excessive amounts during the past 
few weeks. Some growers fear a repetition of the season 
of 1933 when heavy losses were sustained by reason of 
the attempted sale of juiceless oranges in spite of legal | 
standards set up by the state and voluntary standards i 
maintained by the various packing houses. i 

Already there are rumblings of an unhealthy auction j 
market due to the appearance of dry—or nearly dry— ,

Until November 1, 1933, there were 1,000 cars more 
Valencias sold than in 1932 at approximately the same 
price level, an excellent tribute to co-ordinated shipping. 
The navel crop faced serious competition with Florida 
which kept returns low. 

But, we are reminded in a paper read by Holmes 
Bishop before the Citrus institute last year, the Valencia 
market made a steady advance in price, with the exception 
of June when excessive shipments caused a decline of 10 
cents a box. 

In September, Mr. Bishop’s report continues, the trade 
began to complain about the very poor quality of some of 
the fruit. Then, as now, the fruit, for some unexplained 
reason, was subject to a high percentage of granulation 
and altemaria. It is said that much of it developed after 
harvesting, but regardless of when it developed the effect 
on the market was the same. 

After September there was a steady decline, and with 
the advent of central valley navels and Floridas, there was 
a complete collapse. The Valencia industry lost nearly 
$2,000,000 “because,” says the Bishop report, “the quality 

was not maintained which would satisfy the consumer.” 

* * « 

No one connected with the citrus industry has been 
able to place his finger squarely on what causes granula¬ 
tion. Unseasonable weather probably is the prime reason 
for its sudden appearance. It may have been the rather 
backward spring, followed by a period of excessive heat 
and then fog, that brought about this year’s predicament. 
Some growers attribute other causes, including various 
practices of fertilizing the soil. But nobody seems to 
know definitely what the real cause is. much less the cure. 

Growers do know, however, that they cannot sell dry 
oranges even though they may get them past the inspec¬ 
tors at the packing houses or the county inspectors under 
the commissioner of agriculture. They have learned a bit¬ 
ter lesson, one they should profit by this year. They have 
learned they must discipline themselves when they are 
tempted to blend inferior oranges with those of quality and 
support whatever police work is necessary to keep the 
chiselers out. 

* • • 

Whether the percentage of tolerance is too high or too 
low, depends on how you view the question. But the fact 
that the packing house tolerance rate is 5 per cent and the 
state standardization law permits 15 per cent, makes the 
packing house manager’s lot an unhappy one in times like 
the present. 

Standardization was brought about because the grow¬ 
ers, being smart business men, realized it was the one 
thing that would keep them in business. When there is 
inferior fruit, and it is shipped, accidentally or otherwise, 
to a market that rejects it or uses it as an excuse to beat 
down the price, the damage is done. Thousands upon 
thousands of dollars is lost for the season, the work of 
years of good-will building is thrown away, including 
millions of dollars spent for advertising, and the future 
remains in a state of uncertainty.

ROOSEVELT’S BIGGEST JOB 

A BOUT six months ago President Roosevelt an¬ 
nounced his purpose to take 3,500,000 employable 
jobless in 48 states off the dole. 

Relief Administrator Hopkins celebrates the approach 
of Labor Day by announcing that the government has just 
closed down the Federal dole in two states, Alabama and 
Wyoming. 

Mr. Hopkins schedules Nov. 1 as the deadline for pro¬ 
viding work for all of the employable jobless of the other 
46 states. To complete this undertaking, the administra¬ 
tion will have to move many times faster in the next two 
months than it has in the past six months. So far only 
230,000 jobless, not counting the 465,000 CCC boys at 
work in the forests, are working under the great four- 
billion-dollar program. More than four times the total 
number now working must be given jobs in a third of the 
time it has taken so far. Approximately three-quarters 
of the fund has been allocated. Therefore, the task is not 
BO much one of selection as of administration. 

Here is the administration’s biggest domestic job. 
Congress has gone. Most of the appointments under the 
new reform services have been made. Politics can wait 
until next year. The administration’s home work in these 
autumnal months is cut out for it. Compared with the 
business of getting these 3,500,000 men into constructive 
jobs all other duties pale in importance. That duty is im¬ 
portant not only for salvaging the morale of the jobless 
families. It is important to the success of the New Deal 
government. Job relief is the keystone to its recovery 
structure.
